The Ban Juau Question. 

Tho Toronto Globe has a lengthy arti- 
olo upon tho above subject, of which thf) 
following is tho concluding paragraph : 

"It Ifl of conrso prcpostorous to suppose, thru 
British or Canadian ships should havo to seek 
tho ocean by first sailing under the RunB 
of aa American battery, though they never firo 
anything tnoro damaging than ft Fourth of 
July aaluto. And tho commonest prudenco 
dictates that we should not bo subject to our 
Pacifio commoice being at any momont stopped 
bocauso, perhaps, some too zealous officer may 
havo acted hastily and injudiciously off tho 
coast of Newfoundland, or some too impulsive 
President fancied us guilty ot unfriondlineas. 
The tendency to create international complica* 
tions generally presents itself in a correspond- 
ing ratio to tho means of giving effect to tho 
•wishes of the aggressor. It should bo distinct- 
ly understood, before Great Britain finally 
transfers British Columbia from her direct rulo 
to confederation with tho Dominion, that the 
San Juan difficulty is to bo settled. The 
obstacles so long placed in the way of that 
result by tho United States only prove the 
greater necessity that exists for the termination 
of tho controversy. 

Whilo folly concurring with our con- 
temporary aa to tho important bearings 
of the question upon British interests on 
this continent, wo must dissent from the 
proposition that tho admission of Bri- 
tish Columbia into tho Dominion should 
await tho final settlement of tho Sun 
Juan dispute. Delays aro proverbially 
dangorous, and, in this instanco delay 
might not only bo dangorous but it 
would bo ruinous. And, bosides, we 
confess that we cannot discover any 
tangible advantage likely to aocuro from 
such delay in the direction indicated. 
The admission of this Colony into tho 
Dominion ot Cnuada changes its relatione 
with tho paront state, it is true ; yet 
not, wo think, in any sense which 
weakens the connection, makes British 
Columbia Iosb British, or makes it any 
less tho right and tho daty of Great 
Britain to look to our interests in so far 
as this particular class of questions is 
concerned. Indeed, we incline to the 
opinion that tho union would rather 
exert a favorable influence upon tho 
settlement of that disputo in the inter- 
ests of Cauada. Thore is no ut>o in dis- 
guising tbo fact that a largo and influen. 
tial political party in tho neighboring 
Republic regard with no friendly eye the 
consolidation of British North America 
into one empire ; and to havo it under- 
stood that the completion ot tho great 
work of empire was contingent upon the 
final settlement ol tho San Juan dispute 
would simply be, as it appears to us, 
to hold out a vory strong inducement, 
indeed, to tho United States to resist 
any adjustment whioh would give tho 
disputed Island to Canada. If, by the 
more act of holding on to that Island, 
and postponing a settlement of tho qnos- 
tion, they oould delay the extension of 
the Doniioion to the Pacific, and, pos- 
sibly, render British Columbia discon- 
tented and lees inimical to anothor kind 
of union, it id perfectly clear to our 
mind that the prospect of an early ad- 
justment., of the dispute would be 
greatly diminished. So far, thorofore, 
from this question supplying a reason 
lor delaying the completion of Confeder- 
ation by tho admission of British Col- 
umn a, it appears to us to present a most 
cogent reason for hastening that union 
and thereby forever removing orjo 
obstacle to an equitable adjustment of a 
long-pending international dispute. 

The Stale of Paris. 

Our Exclusive Dispatches describe a con- 
dition of affairs in Paris to whioh history 
adoids no parallel. Women marching in mar. 
tial procession and demanding arms. Cow- 
ardly men matched off to prison by women. 
Female battalions marching againBt theVen 
sailliets. What does nil this mean 7 French- 
men were not wont to ba cowards. But sncb 
a suicidal struggle as this ought to make 
cowards of Frenchmen. It is traly distress, 
ing to look at Franco, prostrate and bleeding 
at every pore from aolf-ioflicted wounds. 
Sorely the timo bis come wbon the nations 
ought to interpose and stay this fratricidal 
strife. It is a disgrace, a living lie to the 
boasted civilization of the age that the 'Ureal 
Powers ' ohoald continue to look calmly 
upon all this wanton carnage— stand gazing 
with folded arms while the flower of nationr 
is destroying itself. It is do better than ire. 
booile cowardice to say that the comity o 
nations forbids inlorferonce. What man 
would stand calmly by and see two dogs 
gnaw oach other to death ! And oball 
Christian nations; so-callod, stand listlessly 
by whilo Iho first nation of Europe, of tho 
world, gradually dies by its own hand ?

Chief Justice Begbie briefly charged the 
Grand Joiy; setting forih the nature of tho 
oases beloro them and clearly pointing oui 
the duties devolving upon a Grand Jury in 
" contradistinction with the Petty Jury, ea 
well as the greal importance of the duties 
necessary for their performance, and parti 
colarly were ttey reminded that their wo k 
•hould not bo confined merely to the docu- 
ments o' the Uonrt, but to anything within 
their cognizance ol an offensive character. 

The Graud Jury retired and tba Court ad- 
journed for half an hour. 

The cases of two Indians, one for assault 
and anothor for arson were withdrawn from 
the docket to be tried at Nanaimo. 

TRUE BILLS* 

The Grand Jury presented the following 
indictments: 

Jas Grauamelaw, assault. Ah Sam, as- 
sault; Mrs Copporman, perjury ; Ah Lou, 
assault with intent ; William Salleck, for 
enticing seamen to deser! ; A W Smith, ar- 
son • Harry, an Indian, for shooting with 
intent ; Leon Morrell, no true bill. 

ASSAULT. 

Begina vs JaB Grahamslaw— For eommii- 
Uog an assault on Henry Davios by pushing 
him through a window. The prisoner was 
arraigned and pleaded guilty to a common 
assault. Mr MoCreigbt, counsel for toe 
prisoner, asked the Conrl to be lenient with 
the prisoner, stating thai he was drank ni 
the time tho act was committed. The Chief 
Justice said the act was a wanton one and 
he should not bo willing in give marel" a 
Police Court flop. He would, therefore, im- 
pose a fine ol 3100 without imprisonment. 

PXRJOST. 

Regina vs Copperman — This was an in- 
dictment on a oharge of perjury forgiving 
false testimony in the Police Court, on the 
24th January last, in rt cose of Hodges ve 
Copperman. 

The Acting Attorney General nppoured 
on behalf ol the Crown and Mr Bishop, by 
request, for tho prisoner. 

Tho ovidenco revealed an extraordinary 
oase. It apponrs that thu prisoner was a 
tenant of Thos HodgeB, and claimed to huvo 
paid him S'jvurnl months' rent, which claim 
Hodges difpaied, whereupon the prisoner 
produced receipts for rent, which IIodRes 
declared to be lorgeries. Hodges ihoo 
brought suit in the County Court to reoovor 
the amount and Mrs Copperman, being 
placed! in the dook, sworo that she hod paid 
tho mcaey to Hodges nn per receipt. Bhe 
mas committed for perjury, procured bail 
a and flad to the American side, subsequently 
returning to Victoria and surrendering her- 
self for trial. . 

Bovernl witnesses were examined lor tho 
prosecution. 

Mr bishop called no witnessesjor the de. 
fenoe, but made an eloquent and feeling ad- 
drosu in behalf of his olionl. 

His Lordship said he believed the prison- 
er to be a scandalous, perjured old wora«o ; 
one utterly untrmiwortby ; but alio could not 
be leraally oonviotod. Thoto was no doubt 
of ber guilt ; but iwo witncisoa had not b-'on 
produced to prora the perjury, aud in other 
point* (which His Lordship explained to the 
jury) the prosecution had failed. 

A verdict of not guilty was then ordered 
to be ontored. 

His Lordship— Lot tho prisoner be lornod 
out of Court. 

Iuspootor of Police to Prisoner (who is 
*ery deaf)— Go away home, (laughter) And 
tho prisoner lost little lime in placing as 
muoh space na possible between herself and 
tho Coufthouao. 

ARSON. 

Arthur W Smith was plaoed on trial op- 
en an iudiotment obnrgiog bim with the 



orime of arson. He plea led 'not guilty,' 
and asked that Mr Bishop might bo assigned 
for the dofenoo. 

Mr Bishop, |smilin»] — This is ratbor an 
unfortunate case, my Lord; — I shall receive 
no fee. 

His Lordship — But you will have all tho 
honor. 

Tho evidence went tOBhow that tho prison- 
er lived wilh a Mrs Roebutlom, that they 
quarrelled and the woman left the mun and 
went to live in the house on Gordon street, 
lately deetroytd by fire ; and that tho pris- 
oner was seen on tho premises when the firo 
broke ont. 

After an address by Mr Bishop and an aVle 
ohargo by the Chief Justice, tho jury retired 
and shortly returned with a verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation to mercy on account 
of the prisoner's youth. 

His Lordship sontonoed the prisoner to 
sovon years' penal servitude. 

Tho Court was then mljourned until this 
morning,

Tbo Assistant Secretary of State, to-day, 
stated that it was Davis, not Oamoron, who 
bad reported tho Treaty with a favorable 
recommendation, and made a few remark i 
which were followed by a motion in its sup- 
port.

At the Mansion 
HoU'O, a Mrs Conrny was finod £35 
for piratiog copies ol photographs of 
» Tbo Oxford Crow, 1871/ tukon by 
Mr II YY TdUDt, photographer, of Ox- 
ford Blroot. Tho prisoner and hor son 
wore nolling pirated copies in London at 
threepence each, Princw Napoleon is 
said to have given £20,000 lor a house 
at Lancaster gate. A groy mare, the 
property of Mr Death, of Cumbridgo, 
perlormod an extraordinary lea? on its 
return from Oottenham Steeplechases, 
The animal was being gently ridden by 
tbo groom, when somebody struck it 
with a whip. It bolted, and iu its flight 
it leaped tho gatoi at a railway station 
— a height of 8 foot 5 inches— and 
managed to get off tho line just in 
timo to escape a passing train. Tho 
emigration from the eonthorn counties 
o( Ireland is still very large, and tho 
weekly departures from Cork aro ex- 
peotod to reach 2,000 souls. Mr Tar- 
poy bfH boon arrested.

Whiteboy 
ouragos aro reported from Clare, a 
party of men with bluckened faces hav- 
ing demanded and obtained arms and 
money from two farmers, In Longford 
a land bailiff nour Ballyraahon has 
been murdered. The applications under 
tho Laud Act aro uumerous, and some 
extraordinary claims have boen perefer 
red by tenants whiob, however, tho 
Courts havo generally rodacod within 
roasouablo hmitB. The Queen is at 
Odborno, Tho Court has gone into 
mourning f.^r threo weeks on ac 
count, ol tho death of the Queen oi 
Sweden, The infant sou of the Frinoess 
ol Walob, having been prematurely 
horn, died tho day following his birth, 
but was baptised before deatb. The 
Princess is progressing favorably. The 
part leans of an English Bepublio continue 
active. MrAnberon Herbert utieuded a 
mealing of his oointitutents at Notting- 
ham to jastily his vote for iPrinoess 
Louise'sdowry, but his explanation was 
unsatisfactory to a majority of his 
hearers, although he professed a hesi- 
tating preference for a futurr Republic. 
Meetings have bcou hold in London but 
wore not attended by any | ersona of 
distinction or position, The usual 
Easter Volunteer Review was held at 
Brighton.

Too proceedings consist- 
ed ol a maroh pnat and a sham fight, id 
which tho vari us ovoluihtis wcro very 
creditably performed. The day passed 
off without any accident, tbo oniy Casu- 
alty b oin^ tbo sudden death of a private 
in tho London rillo brigade, as it sop- 
posed from hoart disease.
